The natives of the Adlrondacks ara, 
as a 'class, a kindly and trustworthy 
people, thoroughly capable In their 
own lines of work, finnk la speech nnd 
courteous in nianiiur. They nro not 
given to undue rnpuclly la their dcal- 
iugs with tho throngs who annually 
Invade tholr territory, anil In their ci- 
vility nnd honesty they certainly differ 
very pleasantly from moat men whoso 
fortunu It Is to live on tho tourist, tha 
sportsman or the invalid. The Adiron- 
dack guide Is so often a man of parts 
and resource -skilled in Brood craft, npt 
In emorgoncloB. full of good sonso and 
good humor, nnd a companion of one's 
vacation mood who adds not a llttlo to 
its tost and pleasure Ono readily 
falls Into tho ways of tha 
winter colony at Snronac. und 
finds them ways of pleasantness: not 
nt all nkln to tho rsgor of the climate, 
but rathor suggestive of tropical deli- 
beration and loisuroUncss. The hoalth- 
soekors usually number from fifty 
Ui Bovonty persona, and although soiuo 
form of pulmonary trouble bus trans- 
planted them to this wlntery cllrao 
thore is no suggestion of invnlldlsm In 
tho ntmosphoro of tho plana. A mora 
nggroBslvoly-nctlvo set of persons Is 
probably not to bo found tho world 
over. Now that tho physicians havo 
praotlcnlly agrood that nlr and nutri- 
tion aro the principal, if not tho only, 
moans of overcoming pulmonary 
woaknossor dlsoase, out-of-door life la 
i he Invariable pr"«erintlon for nil 
troublos of this kind. Four or fivo 
hours a day in tho open nlr. In nil 
kinds of weather, serve tho double pur- 
poso of securing an nbundanco of puro 
air andatlmulutlnga vigorous appetite 
Tho temperature Is often very low. but 
tho drynoss of tho atmosphere takos 
tha sting out of tho cold.— A. IK

Images arc ropetltlnna of acnantion, 
endowed with all Its mental Wealth, 
and consciously reproduced from the 
stores of memory. Itolh in their own 
iiaturt 
ductlon 

tho light of a thousand concopts. 
Hence It is that without Images weenn 
do nothing In the fields of thought, 
whilst wilh iuingoi wo can mentally do 
nil thlnga which it Is given us to do. 
Tho very highest nnd most nbstrml 
concepts nre seen nnd handled by our 
IntcllocU In tho form of voiceless Ini- 
'ligery. How many lire the concepts 
roused In us by tho forms and by 
tho remembered linages, of the 
human countenance? Utro nnd good- 
ness, purity and truth, benevolence 
and devotion, firmness and justico, 
authority and command, those ure a 
fow, ami a few only, of the abstract 
Ideas which may be presented nnd 
represented lo us. in every degree and 
in evory eomblnntlon, by tho remem- 
bered linngo of some silent fueo. And 
well do the poets know this. Their 
whole skill and art may be said to lis 
In raising and recalling images; and 
although it Is of necessity that. In ud- 
drosslng minds other than thoir own, 
thoy cun only raise images In them 
through thu medium of language, wo 
kiiow that, whilst tho tie between 
tholr words and their ideas is arbi- 
trary and conventional, that other tie 
which binds together their Imuges and 
thoir Ideas Is a tie natural, Immodlnto 
and direct What B wealth of con- 
cepts Is sot bofore us, for example, in 
tho lmngos raised by this single lbio: 

Her eyoa are liornoa of s'lent prayer. 
And If wo can think of those Images, 
and of all that thoy suggest without 
the Inlorvontiou of nny word, and with- 
out healing, oven In imagination, a 
single Bound, wo may bo vory sure that 
tho very highest concopts, the moBt 
generalized nnd tho most abstract, uro 
separnblo from language, and Inde- 
pendent of it Introspection, careful, 
watchful and prolonged, will Convince 
us— porbaps lo our own astonishment 
—how largo a part of our thinking 
operations aro conducted — though It 
bo only tor un iu»t«ot and by a mo- 
mentary glanco— through I ho raising 
and recalling of remomberod imagos. 
In Uio Biipromo domain of human 
character olid action wo shall often 
bo able to detect our concept* 
clustering round tho imago of somo 
man or womun who by somo ncoidont 
of early usBoclatlou bus boon tho typo 
to us, and Is now tho remembered sym- 
bol, of some exalted virtue. Imagos 
and pictures. In Infinite varieties of 
combination, are tho wurp nnd woof of 
all human thought When 1 think of 
"war" I do not think of that rathor 
woak-souiidlng monosyllable. Nor d/> 
I think u' o stronger word, "battlo;" 
nor of tho Roman "btUtm," nor of 
••pruflia." nor of tho Teutonic "I rrir/i," 
nor of any other word. I think of somo 
typical and chiiiiietorlstie Imago, or of 
a crowd of imuges— of men In move- 
ment and in conflict— of charge i of 
cavalry— of squares standing to resist 
them behind u hedge of bayonets or of 
spoars; or I think of tho "fur flashing 
of tho red artillery," or. psxhapS, of 
tho still more |iowerful Imagery called 
up by the woids: "Every batik of tho 
wunior Is with confused noise, and 
gnrroonts rolled in blood."— Tho Duko 
of Argyll, in Contomporury Review.

LOUISVILLE TOBACCO MARKET. 
Furnished by ULovia 4 Uu.sstt. 
Sales on our market for the week 
just closed amount to 2853 hhds. with 
receipts of 2147 hhds. fur the same 
period. Sties on our market since 
January 1st, amount to 22,400 hhda. 
Salee or the crop of 1888 on our mark- 
et up to this date amount to 19543 
hhds. 

There is nothing unusual to report 
from our market concerning the situ- 
ation on dark tobacco. Daily salea 
are belug made of the new crup but 
tbey are composed maiuly of very 
indifferent tobacco. The demand for 
extra long tobacco contlnuea strong 
but the buyers have become a little 
more discriminating as to the length, 
placing a discount on all tobacco 
which does not come fully up to the 
standard measurement. There is a 
strong demand here for new dark to- 
bacco possessing wrappery qualities 
but only an occasional hhd. of this 
character is being offered. The fol- 
followiug quotations fairly represent 
our market for dark tobacco both old 
and new.

"He signaled to the other vessel 
to haul by the wind while he luffed 
to get to windward, and st the same 
time etarted the pumpa; hut the ahip 
drifted faster than the oil, and while 
the oil made the aea comparatively 
smooth to windward, It did not cov- 
er the sea leeward. He then ran 
down across the other vessel's stem 
bau'ed up close under her lee, and 
started the pumps again ; at the same 
time also he emptied a five-gallon can 
of fish oil down tho scuppers. The 
effect waa magical. In twenty min- 
utes the sea between and around the 
vessels was broken down. The long 
heavy swell remained, but tbe com- 
bers and breaking aea were all gone.

"In June, 1885 tbe Bltish tlilpSiiee- 
more took Are and had to be aband- 
oned when eight hundred miles 
north-eaat of the Seychelle Islands, 
Indian Ocean. Tbe people took to 
ho»u aud made for Seychelle Islands. 
The third day after leaving the vessel 
a eyelouo came up, and no one be- 
lieved that the boats would live 
through it. Before they left the ahip, 
the boats bad been supplied with oil 
for just auch an emergency. Each 
boat got out a drag made of spars 
and oars lathed together, for what is 
known as a aca-ancbor. Uakum sat- 
urated with paranoic waa stuffed In 
long stockings bung over the bows of 
the boats. Before the oil was used 
the boats had been several timea near- 
ly filled with waterandtheoecupants 
had to ball for their lives ; but when 
oil waa applied no further trouble 
was experienced. An oil-slick formed 
around the boats, which rode iu per- 
fect safety on tremendous swell which 
took the place of the previously 
breaking seas. Little if any water 
came over the aides of the 
boats, and the occupants could lie 
down and sleep. The boats event, 
ually reaohed the Islauds. but etory 
soul would have perished exupt for 
the forethought ot Captain Couoy, the 
captain of the Slivemore."

BARON MUNCHAUSEN. 

The Lire History of the Most Ai 
pllshed Liar of tbe Lsst Cealory, 

Does any one nowadays rood Boron 
Munchausen, or has ho been quite su< 
persedod by Jules Verne and other 
modern wonder-workers? In 1785 ap- 
peared a narrative of "Marveloua 
Travels and Campaigns in Russia," 
published under tho name of Baron 
Munchausen, though iu author was 
K. K Raspo, a native of Cassel. As 
the Munchauscns were actually ao old 
and powerful family, it Is rather sur- 
prising that Raspc. should havo adopted 
their name, though an ingenious reason 
for his doing so has boon recently 
elaborated. 

Before his time there appeared In 
Halbcratadt a handsome, well-dressed 
stranger, who called himself Baron 
Carl Frledrlch Munchausen. Ho was 
well received there and soon married 
an elderly holross, who considered his 
lit to an ample exchange for her money. 
Tho Baron told her dazzling stories of 
hie wealth, although he confessod that 
it was at the time so involvod by a law 
suit and sundry other legal complica- 
tions, that ho could not obtain the use 
of It. In order to hoston those pro- 
ceedings, he proposod going to tho 
north of Germany, and they accordingly 
we nt to Jever, noar which thoro was 
:n ostato actually belonging to tho 
iiunchausons, and on this property the 
Baron attempted to raise money by 
means of mortgages. Neither the ten- 
ants nor notaries doubted his title to 
the estates, but tho more cautious 
money-lenders insisted on dolay and 
further Inspection of his claims. 

Moantlmo, tho Boron and his wife 
were cordially ootortained by tho neigh- 
boring dignitaries, who were never 
tired of hearing ubout his extraordi- 
nary adveoturos. He had visited the 
Holy Land, Oreece. Egypt, Nubia, and 
had most remarkablo tales to tell of 
tbe events which bofoll me in thoso 
countries. Use day, however, be went 
too far, and referred to his previous 
marriage with a daughter of Major- 
Ueneral von Werder. One of the Indies 
present seemed much perplexed, and 
finally told Munchausen that sho 
could not In tho least understand this 
statement, as sho knew that General 
von Werdor's only daughter had 
rled a gentloman In pSoxony. Tho Bo- 
ron blushed, stammered, and admitted 
that he hod manufactured tho entire 
story. 

Strange to say. his acquaintances 
merely laughed at tho occurrence, and 
oontentod thomselves with calling him 
a boaster. As yot they did not doubt 
his pretensions. Suddenly tho town 
was electri fied by the news that the 
Baron's wfto had been shotwhllo lying 
In her bed. It was tho Baron who 
found her, but she was quite dead 
when ho gave the alarm, aud though 
ho appeared to be frantio with grief, 
ho could make no suggestions In re-, 
gard to the possible murdoror. All 
the evidence obtained by tho police 
pointed to his owu guilt and ho was 
accordingly arrested. Thon there 
were found among bis papers letters) 
addressed to Boron Scharrensohlld, 
and he confessed under pressure that 
this was hut true nomo, and that he 
hod assumed that of Munchausen. Al- 
though It was known that he had an 
Interest In his wife's death, bolng 
greatly la need of her money, he 
would not acknowledge thot as the 
reason, but declared that he had done 
tho deod In attempting to shoot a' pot 
dog which hod aaaoyed him. This 
explanation only proved that he was 
willing to lie to the lost, as neither he 
nor the Baroness had such a dog. 

Application was made to the real 
Munchausens for any Information they 
might have concerning the Boron 
IScharronschUd, and It come out that
